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Electricians’ Case 
Shows That Commissioners 


Are Behind the Times 


According to the stand taken by the city commissioners in their 
negotiations with the electricians, the city of Edmonton is not pre- 
pared to adopt the same wages for its employees in the electrical and 
telephone departments as the city of Calgary pays its electricians 
and the province of Alberta pays its telephone employees. 

When the representatives of the electricians come to the city 
asking the adoption of their scale of wages the commissioners tell 
the electricians to send their names as individuals to the superinten- 
dents to ask for the wages they want—that the city cannot under- 
take to deal with the officials of the union, 

This is absurdity, refined. 

The electricians’ organization does not ask the city of Edmonton 
to make a closed shop agreement with the organization. The elec- 
tricians did not ask the Alberta government to do anything of the 
kind, nor did they ask the city of Calgary to recognize the union. 

What the electricians do ask is that their scale of wages be 
adopted by the city as the fair wage for the city. 

In order to arrive at this, the electricians ask that the city do its 
negotiating through the representatives of the organization, who 
are the agents of the employees for all purposes so far as wages are 
concerned, and who come prepared to make a collective bargain. 

‘When a group of employees invoke the Lemieux act the arbitra- 
tion board does not ask whether the representatives whom the men 
send are officers of a union or not. On the contrary, the Lemieux 
boards all over Canada are negotiating with union officials, the latest 
instance of which is the case of the miners in the Crow’s Nest, 
where the president of the district board is the representative of 
the men. ¢ 

If the city refuses to treat with the employees for a scale of 
wages and the employees invoke the Lemieux act, the city will 
have no option about who it treats with. If the employees choose 
to appoint the officials of their organizations the city will be required 
to meet them; and the only thing that the city will have gained 
through forcing the employees to resort to the Lemieux act is an 
unenviable notoriety—a notoriety which will bring into prominence 
the fact that the commissioners of Edmonton are unwilling to pay 
the same wages that other cities of the west and that the province of 
Alberta have already agreed to pay. 

‘As a matter of fact, the city of Edmonton at the present time 
is paying its employees in the electric light and telephone depart- 
ments the lowest wages now being paid for similar work anywhere 
west of Lake Superior, 

Surely, the city could not hope, in cave the employees resort to 
the Lemieux act, to get away with a stale of wages which is 
cheaper than is paid at any point within fifteen hundred miles. 

To give men who have a case such as this an answer to the 
effect that the superintendents will deal with them as individuals 
and consider each man’s case individually, is the veriest rot. Em- 
ployers of labor all over the continent have abandoned that answer 
twenty years since and the use of it in Edmonton marks the mana- 
gers of Edmonton's affairs as men whose mental processes are those 
of a past age. 

The commissioners might better borrow a leaf from Premier 
Sifton’s book, and deal with the men through their organization. 
They might as well make a necessity of a virtue by paying the Al- 
berta scale, as the city will undoubtedly have to pay the scale if the 
men resort to the Lemieux act. And they might as well save 
municipal ownership Edmonton from the ignominy of being brand- 
ed as a city in which workingmen do not get a fair wage. 


Some Peculiar Kinks 
In the Enforcement 


Of the Criminal Law 


There are some peculiar kinks in the law. 

To wit: Alex. R. Groff, a citizen of Edmonton comes in con- 
tact with the chief of police and in manhandled by this official in 
such a manner that he feels that he has been grievously abused and 
that the abuse which he has been subjected to is such as he as a 
citizen should resent. 

He proceeds to the courts to secure from them an expression 
in legal form of what he considers a fact that the chief acted in a 
manner uncalled for, unnecessarily harsh and dangerous to citizen- 
ship generally. 

After refusals from Justices of the Peace to hear his case he 


finds a third who is willing to hear the case. The two J. P.’s who 
refused to hear his case are paid out of the public funds and are 


therefore retained in officé to protect citizens such as_ he from | 


assault and abuse from any quarter. The J. P. who consents to hear 
the case is not regularly retained by the public. 


Mr. Groff gets judgment from the lower court convicting the 
chief of police of assault, with a nominal fine of one dollar im posed, 


thereby establishing his case, so far as that court was concerned, 
that he had been the victim of an unprovoked assault at the hands 
of the man whom the city employs to enforce the keeping of the 
peace. 

The chief of police appeals the case, eae the appeal goes 


onto the docket of the higher court. 
Mr. Groff is not a capitalist. He is a workingman. He has

If it does not, why does the crown refuse to take up a citizen’s 
case against a police official; and if it does, what is the difference 
between Edmonton, Alberta, and Tobolsk, Russia? 


Charter Committee 
Required to Draw up 
Twin City Charter 


The lecture given by Charles Frederick Adams to the Canadian | 
Club yesterday on the commission form of government brings forc-| 
ibly to mind the fact that with the amalgamation of Strathcona and 
Edmonton a new charter for the government of the amalgamated 
city will be required and that there is no time like the present for 
getting the. required charter into shape to be submitted to the 
legislature when that body meets again next winter. 

As the amalgamation proposal stands now two committees, 
acting for Edmonton and Strathcona, are negotiating with a view 
to arriving at a basis upon which the amalgamation can be consum- 
mated. The principal work of these committees will be to arrive at 
the financial basis, with which task they are pretty well along. 

But at the same time this committee is working out the financial 
details it might not be a bad idea to have a charter committee 
working out the legislative details of the plan on which the new 
amalgamation municipality will be governed. 

It would be manifestly absurd to ask Strathcona to accept the 
Edmonton charter as the code under which the amalgamated city 
should be governed. ‘Even Edmontonians recognize that the Ed- 
monton charter is so full of loopholes that it is practically unwork- 
able and as a result of which the city is so tied up at the present 
moment that about the time the amalgamated cities are asking rati- 
fication of their agreements the city of Edmonon will be without 
light and water. How much more readily, then, must Strathcona 
recognize the absurdities of the Edmonton charter? ' 

With a charter committee appointed to draw ‘up a workable 
charter it is quite certain that the product of their labors would 
facilitate the union, especially in view of the fact that such a com- 
mittee would have a first class opportunity to observe at close range 
the places where the Edmonton charter is unworkable and would 
have time to gather data from other cities‘with modern charters, 
gathering from these the points of strength developed in their 


charers.

DOWN AT CITY HALL ON QUES- 
TION OF WAGE SCALE 


REVISION 
Meeting the commissioners by ap- 
pointment yesterday afternoon, repre- 


sentatives of the local of the Electric- 
ians organizations submitted to the 
commissioners the seale of wages in 
foree in Calgary and in the telephone 
department of the province of Alberta, 
and asked that the same be made the 
seale for the city of Edmonton, 

The seale proposed calls for a raise 
which the organization officials figure 
out at & per cent., while the superin- 
tendents estimate it atid. It is the 
scale, however, which is in force all 
over the west and which the electric- 
ians claim the city of Edmonton should 
pay in conformity with the other 
cities. In some eases there is a very 
wide difference belween the seale paid 
by the cily and the provincial govern- 
ment, as for instanee the ease of ex- 
change linemen, whom = the provinee 
pays $38.75 per day, but whom — the 
city pays only $38.45. 

To the men's demands the commis- 
sioners answered that they weuld not 
deal with oftcials of the organizations 
as representatives of the men at all, 
but said that if the men came to the 
superintendents as jndivjduals — they 
would find the superintendents willing 
to deal with them as employees. The 
commissioners’ reply was, in effect, a 
refusal to adopt the union scale as the 
fair wage for Edmonton. 

The result of the meeting is tanta- 
mount to a break between the city and 
its employees in the electric light and 
telephone departments and what the 
eventual outcome will be is problem- 
etical, Seen last night, officials of the 
organization stated that there was no 
desire on their part to provoke hostil- 
ities and tie up the city, to the great 
inconvenience of the citizens at. large, 
but that they did not intend that the 
city of Edmonton should continue to 
pay a lower scale of wages than any 
other employer of labor in the west, 
and they intended to get the uniform 
scale in this city, either through arpi- 
tration or by a resort to whatever 
means were within their power.

TO CONSIDER HERESY CHARGES 


Atlantic City, N. J., May 18.—Near- 
ly all of the 868 delegates to the sn- 
nual meeting of the general assembly 
of the Presbyterian church, which 
opens today have already arrived in 
town, together with a large number of 
visitors, 

With the calling ‘to order of ihe 
foreign missionary conference this af- 
ternoon, the assembly began to get 
under way, though the formal opening 
does not take place until tomorrow 
morning, The annual report of the 
board of foreign missions shows the 
largest gifts to missions ever made by 
the board, amounting to $1,698,500. 
The receipts of the hoard were also 
the largest and were $1,632,000 from 
regular sources, 

The most important event of the 
first regular session of the assembiy 
tomorrow will be the selection of a 
moderator, Ordinarily the election is 
preceded by a more or less spirited 
contest, though the candidates them- 
selves never take an active part. This 
year, however, there appears to be an 
unusual dearth of candidates. Some 
of the western commissioners have 
launched a good-sized boom in behalf 
of Dr. Mark A. Matthews of Seattle. 
iThe only candidate thus far offered 
by the eastern part of the country is 
Rey. John F, Carson, D.D., pastor of 
the Central Presbyterian church — of 
Brooklyn, Other candidates for the 
moderatorship will probably appear 
before the election tomorrow. after- 
noon, 

The much-discussed heresy charges 
are likely to crop up Friday, when the 
reports of the presbyteries are read, 
\The clergymen against whom the 

charges of heresy have been made 
are the Rey, Dr. Francis Brown, presi- 
dent of the Union Theological Semi- 
nary in New York city, and one of the 
most eminent theologians in America, 
and the Rev. Dr. William) Adams 
Brown, a ,professor in the Union 
Seminary, 

The charges against these {wo cler- 
xymen are brought by the Rey, Dr. W, 
L, McEwan, pastor of the Third Pres- 
byterian church of Pittsburg, Dr, 
| MeEwan complains about certain 
statements made by the two clergy- 
men in recent newspaper — articles 
written by them, whieh he construes 
to be in direet opposition to the most 
cherished doctrines of the church, as 
well as the essential and fundamental 
beliefs of Christian people, 

The executive commission of the 
assembly, a body created to carry on 
the work of Presbyterianism during 
the year, met today to put the fin- 
ishing touches to the reports and 
recommendations to be presented to 
the assembly. The leading recommen- 
dations affect the various boards of the 
Church, grouping them in four classes, 
and providing that the trustees or di- 
rectors of one board may serve on any 
other in the same classification. The 
plans, it is said, call for some radical 
changes in the present system of man- 
agement, and the fear is openly ex-’ 
pressed that the commission's recom- 
mendation will meet with vigorous op- 
position in the assembly. 

It is believed the effort to reduce the 
number of members of the assembly 
will be successful this year. Of late 
years the body has inereased in size 
until it has become unwieldy, The ex- 
ecutive commission is expected to re- 
commend a reduction to about .600 
members. 

Another important recommendation 
of the commission, which is to be con- 
bly, is-that the budget comimnission con- 
sidered and acted upon by the assem- 
fer with the boards in New York, Phil- 
adelphia and Pittsburg, in a proposed 
financial campaign for the benevolent 
fund of the chureh, to be carried on 
under the direction of the commission.

any ¢hances. The ratepayers of the 
city want plenty of light and power and 
we propose to see that there is a sur- 
plus this year. We will appoint two 
more commissioners tomorrow. night. 
Meén who will enter the board with open 
minds, 

At the first meeting of the commis- 
sion board we will bring down the com- 
missioners’ report and the reports of 
the different superintendents on the 
power question. We will go over 
these thoroughly, keeping in mind the 
amount of machinery which we can de- 
pend upon, now installed at the power 
plant, and then we will order the type 
of machinery which the recommenda- 
tion of the men who shall know shows 
wil! be sufficient to meet the demands 
of the public.” 

His worship then pointed out that 
the season is well advanced and the 
order for the machinery should be plac- 
ed at once as it cannot be delivered in- 
side of thirty days at the inside. By 
the time the new unit is installed there 
will be a demand for all the power 
which the plant will be able to prod- 
uce, leaving a sufficient surplus as a 
safeguard against one of the machines 
breaking down. 

As it stands now the comunissioners 
have only one tender for the installa- 
tion of a 1200 kav, unit. No tenders 
were called for on this sized unit and 
as a consequence there was no compe- 
tition, Should the city purchase from 
this firm it has no proof that it is not 
spending more money than would have 
been necessary had there been open 
competition, 

To call for new tenders 
ever, is oul of the question as 
mean too long a delap. The couneil 
has the choice of two courses of action. 
To purchase the 1200 k.w. machine and 
take chanees on there being a shortage 
of power and possibly pay more than 
the machine would cost if other firms 
had been given an opportunity to sub- 
mit tenders, or purchase a 2000 k.w. 
machine which will ensure an abund- 
ance of power and guaranteed installa- 
tion by the time the “juice” is needed,

APPEAL. FILED FROM DECISION OF 
JUSTICE IN GALLAGHER CASE

Discussing the appeal this morning 
City Solictor Bown stated that the only 
way in which the investigation could 
be tied up, now would be for the sup- 
porters of the commissioners to get out 
an injunction, the same as was done'in 
the first instance. Whether applica- 
tion for such an injunction will be 
made or not could be learned” this 
morning and the question as to whether 


it would be granted or not would rest 
entirely with the Justice of the Su- 
preme Court before whom it is brought. 

In the notice of appeal given this 
morning solicitors for the plaintiff, 
Gallagher, contend that the judgment 
of Mr. Justice Stuart was erroneous 
With respect to the disqualification of 
the aldermen mentioned above, It is 
contended that Aldermen Mould and 
Grindley should be disqualified from 
voting to dtsmiss the commissioner by 
reason of their respective interests in 
the Standard Heating and Plumbing Co. 
and Gorman, Glancey and Grindley, Ltd. 
Also that Alderman Mould should be 
disqualified because he has constituted 
himself the prosecutor of the utilities 
commissioner, 

It is also held that Aldermen Mould, 
Grindley, Cowan, Lundy and MaeInnis 
should be disqualified by virtue of their 
having determined before the hearing 
of the charges, that the commissioners 
must be dismissed irrespective of 
whether the hearing shows that there 
is cause for the dismissal or not, 

The appeal closes by citing that the 
trial indge held erroneously in decid- 
ing that the aldermen were not dis- 
qualified through the fact that they had 
themselves laid the charges against the 
commissioner, Notice is also given 
that other reasons for the disqualifica- 
tion of the aldermen will be contained 
in the pleadings when the appeal comes 
up before the Supreme Court en bane.
